v o y s Pro mptly Adjo urned. 


Lo ndo n, Jan. 7.—W hen she made 
her definite answ er to the demands o f 
the allies, Tu rkey refu sed flatly to 
giv e u p Adriano p le. After the dele­ 
gates o f the Balkan allies had co n­ 
ferred fo r twenty minu tes they an­ 
no u nced the meeting adjo u rned sine 
die o v er the p ro test o f Rechid Pasha 
head o f the Tu rkish delegatio n, who 
said the allies might as well break u p 
the nego tiatio ns and renew the war. 
The answ er made to him was in effect 
that if Tu rkey co nsidered that there 
Had been a ru p tu re they co u ld do so 
and start the war again as so o n as it 
p leased. 
Tu rkey in her answer to the de­ 
mands o f the allies, made sev eral im­ 
p o rtant co ncessio ns, bu t these fell far 
sho rt o f what the allies had been ask­ 
ing. and say they will insist o n. 
Tu r­ 
key o ffered to giv e u p the island o f 
Crete, bu t demanded, as a retu rn fo r 
this co ncessio n, that the allies demand 
no o ther islands in the Aegean sea. 
Tu rkey also o ffered to discu ss so me 
mo re the fro ntier Tine between Tu rkey 
and Bu lgaria, bu t made p lain that 
"this fro ntier mu st leav e Adriano p le 
in Otto man territo rv .” 
The chief o f the Otto man delegatio n 
was still p ro testing as the allies left 
the ro o m. 
Finally M. Venezelo s, head 
o f the Greek delegatio n, said that the 
allies wo u ld assent to reo p ening the 
co nference if the Tu rks had any thing 
o f su fficient im p o rtance to o ffer, 
lie 
m ade it p lain, tho u gh, that the allies 
wo u ld co nsider no thing o f su fficient 
im p o rtance to reo p en the co nference 
ex cep t a fu ll co mp liance with their de­ 
mands. 
The Tu rkish declaratio n which cau s­ 
ed the delegates o f the allies to ask 
and reco rd a su sp ensio n o f the ses­ 
sio ns o f the Balkan p eace co nference 
was as fo llo ws:

"In the no te which the delegates o f 
the allies handed to u s at the fo re­ 
go ing sitting they ex p ressed the o p in­ 
io n that we had failed to take acco u nt 
o f the resu lts o f the war. 
It beho o v es 
u s to p o int o u t wTe hav e co nsented to 
su ch im p o rtant co ncessio ns that, with 
the ex cep tio n o f two p o ints, we acco rd­ 
ed the dem ands o f the allied states. 
"By asking that in the clau ses ced­ 
ing the o ccu p ied territo ries west o f 
the v ilay et o f Adriano p le. wo sho u ld 
su bstitu te the wo rd situ ated’ fo r ‘o c­ 
cu p ied.’ the allies them selv es ackno wl­ 
edge that p art o f the territo ries they 
demand 
are 
no t 
actu ally 
in 
their 
hands. 
"This req u est, ho wev er, we hav e 
acco rded in the bro ad sp irit o f co n­ 
ciliatio n. 
In retu rn fo r all these co n­ 
cessio ns the allies hav e made no ne 
to u s. 
“If we refu se to relinq u ish Adrian­ 
o p le it is becau se, amo ng o ther rea­ 
so ns, the abando nment o f that p lace 
is imp o ssible fro m the p o int o f v iew o f 
the secu rity o f Co nstantino p le and the 
Dardanelles. 
“ We are still ready to discu ss the 
fro ntier line between Tu rkey and Bu l­ 
garia. bu t this 
fro ntier m u st leav e 
Adriano p le in Otto man territo ry . 
“ If in sp ite o f these v ast sacrifices, 
the allies are minded to break o ff the 
nego tiatio ns, all the resp o nsibilities 
and co nseq u ences o f this ru p tu re will 
fall o n them, and in this case we here­ 
with declare nu ll and v o id all the co n­ 
cessio ns we made hitherto .”

W ashingto n, Jan. 
7.—The United 
States su p reme co u rt, by u p ho lding 
certain disp u ted co u nts against Jam es 
A. Patten and o thers, charged with a 
v io latio n o f the Sherman anti tru st law 
in ru nning a so -called co tto n co rner, 
has sent the case against the men to 
trial in the lo wer co u rts. 
The decisio n settles the q u estio n 
that a "co rner” o f any co mmo dity is a 
restraint o f interstate co mmerce, and 
may be a v io latio n o f the Sherman 
anti-tru st law. 
Patten, Eu gene G. Scales, Frank B. 
Hav ne and William P. Bro wn were in­ 
dicted in New Yo rk o n charges o f co n­ 
sp iring o n Jan. L T9 T0, to “co rner" 
co tto n by ex tensiv e bu y ing o n the New 
Yo rk co tto n ex change as a resu lt o f 
which the p rice wo u ld be enhanced 
and u ltimately bring arbitrary and ex ­ 
cessiv e p rices. 
The co nsp iracy was 
described as calcu lated to y ield $10, 
000.000 in p ro fits. 
The alleged v io latio n o f the Sher 
man law was set fo rth in the indict­ 
m ent in eight different way s in as 
many co u nts, the defendants being lia­ 
ble fo r trial o n any o ne. 
Befo re the 
defendants co u ld be p laced o n trial, 
the United States circu it co u rt fo r 
so u thern New Yo rk held insu fficient 
fo u r co u nts, as no t stating an o ffence. 
The go v ernment ap p ealed fro m that 
decisio n to the su p reme co u rt.

That each person or tax pay er charg ed with tax tM cn a duplicate in the hands of a County Treasurer may pay the full a mount of such 
ta x es on or before the first Monday in May , or may at his option, pay one-half thereof on or before the first Monday in May , and the remaining 
ha lf on or before the first Monday in Nov ember, in the manner prescribed by law. All road tax es to be added to tlie first installment. 
When first insta llment is not paid prior to the first Monday in May , the tax es for the whole y ear become delinquent 
Th» Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charg es on Delinquent Tax es resulting from any omission of the person pa y ­ 
ing to state definitely on wha t property , in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
Persons owing Delinquent T a x e s should pay them at once. 
The late law is of such character that there is n o option left the Treasurer 
but to enforce the collection of delinquent tax es, howev er much he may reg ret to collect the same, by sale of property . 
The owner of the property on the first, day of March in any y ear, shall he liable for the pay ment of all ta x es of that y ear. The purchaser 
of property on the first day of Match shall be considered as owner on that day .—Sec. 1 on. 
All the property , U» rh personal and real, situated in a ny county , shall be liable for the tax es, penalties, interests and costs to the owners 
thereof, in such county , and no partial pay ment of such tax es, penalties, interests or costs shall discharg e or release any part or portion of such 
property until the whole l>e paid; which lien shall in no wise he affected o r d e s t r o y 
e d I v a n y 
sale o r transfer of any such personal property . 
—Sec 644, K. S.
